Gratifying Statistics

tniled $2,077,000,000 and our 
éxports $1,582,000,000, the re- 

apective increases over 1947 

being 33.93 per cent and 30.07 

per cent. , 

"The outstanding feature of 
the year’s trade wns the further 
shrinkuge of the proportion of 
trade with China in relution to 
other parts of the world, — the 
percentage of imports from that 
country, Leing 20.7 us compared 
with 38 in 1938, and exports to 
Chinn for 1948 being a mere 17.7 
Per cent of our total as com- 
pated with 45 per cont in 1938, 

“Even taking Into account 4 
substantlal increase in the trade 
with Macag, and making allow- 
ance for unrecorded movements 
of merchandise, it Is obvious 
that the sphere of our  entrepot 
trade has widened considerably. 

“Tho trade of the Netherlands 
East Indies and French Indo- 
China has been disrupted .. b 
political turmoil, und althoug’ 
these countries stilt continue to 
be a big market for our goods 
and important sources of supply, 
there has been a considerable de- 
cling from pre-war values.

There is no doubt that the 
Colony's business commun- 
fty, Chinese and Kuropean 
ten will read with close 


attention the comprehensive 
survey of our economic past, 
present and future given 
yesterday by expert spokes- 
‘men of the Hong Kong Gen- 
eral Chamber of Commerce. 

The Hon, P. S. Cassidy, 
chairman, was as cautiously 
optimistic .as the Financial 
Secretary on budget day, 
but he also portrayed a 
future which is calmly en- 
couraying to those who have 
made Hong Kong a perman- 
ent home. Making the point 
that the Home Government 
has promised there will be 
no change in the status of 
Hong Kong, he admits we 
may have internal disorders, 
but believes that the good 
sense of our citizens “will 
effectively scotch any under- 
yround efforts on the part of 
agitators,” In this connec- 
tlon he adds his own voice to 
the appeal for volunteers for 
the defence force and essen- 
tial services—while there is 
still time for enlistment to 
proceed in an orderly 
manncer,. 

One of this comments can- 
not but be regarded with en- 
thusiasm: “Provided law 
and order can be maintained 
‘here, as it has been so effec-' 
tively. since the liberation, 
then we need have no fear 
that our trade will collapse. 
The Chinese farmer will go. 
on working and his produce 
will find its. way down to 
the coast, the Chinese trader 
wlll not be put off getting 
goods into the country and, 
finally, we can feel confident 
that the high seas will be 
safe for our ocean shipping.” 

Mr. Cassidy is also of the 
school which believes “it is 
a mistake to assume that the 
basic character of the Chi- 
nese merchant will be chang- 
ed by any political creed.... 
By nature he is an individu- 
alist, and it is our hope and 
belief that his inclination to 
trade will not allow his 
country to be fenced in and 
subject to domination to any 
foreign influence.” There 
speaks another experienced 
foreign expert on China, and 
we would hesitate to contra- 
dict him, except in so far 
that honest, balanced minds 
do not yet seem to appre- 
ciate in its entirety the ruth- 
jess, unwavering drive to- 
wards world domination that 
emanates from Moscow. The 
Chinese Communists may 
indeed diverge from the 
Kremlin—but in that case 
the Russian fanatics are not 
golng to allow them to 
diverge for very long. It fs 
unwise to be too optimistic 
in this respect, except in that 
even the Reds must trade 
with the outside world. 

Concerning a possibly tem- 
porary feature, it is notice- 
able as Mr. Cassidy pointed 
out that our trade with Ching 
is at present shrinking, and 
this could have serious re- 
sults, in spite of the exten- 
slon of our entrepot trade 
elsewhere. In the chairman’s 
opinion, the.most important 
development of the Colony’s 
trade has been with Japan

‘Board of Trade. This Board, it 
was suggested, should be pre- 
sided over by the Director of 
the new Department and be 
made up of members of the 
various commercial und indus- 
trial representative bodics in the 
Colony. The proposed activities 
of the Board were divided Into 
two broad categories, firstly, to 
bring to the notice of Govern- 
ment, of its own initlutive, any 
matters on which*it was thought 
denlrable that Government should 
tnke action und, secondly, to 
advise Government on matters 
of policy referred to.it for con- 
sidcration. It was suggested that 
this would provide a quick means 
of communication between the 
Government and the merchants 
and would ensure that a wide 
Yange of interested parties would 
be consulted before  Icgislative 
action wns taken, 

The memorandum went into 
some detall on the functions of 
the proposed new Department, 
which were to be extensive and 
varied, but In the absence of de- 
nite “knowledge of the Inten- 
tlons of Government in thls mat- 
ter, it is slot proposed to set them 
aut In detajl in this Report. 


Examination By Chamber 


The Committee considered the 
proposals of so far reaching a 
character that they had to be 
Riven the most careful examina- 
tlon, and © special sub-com- 
mittee was set up headed by 
Mr. P. S. Cassidy who was, at 
that time, Vice-Chairman of the 
Chamber, and consisting of 
Messrs. S. J. Cooke; U1, Owen 
Hughes; A. Plercy; W. A. Stewart 
and R. K, Valentine. This Sub- 
Committee prepared a report 
which wns adopted by the 
General Committee and forward- 
ei to Government on August 4 
1948, 

It was explnined to Govern- 
ment that, although many of the 
comments offered were of a des- 
tructive nature, the Chamber 
wasn not adopting an obstructive 
policy, The careful thought given 
to the matter by the writer of 
the memorandum was fully ap- 
Precinted, but it was believed 
that although = certain features 
ef the proposed scheme might be 
valuable,-the proposals were too 
ambitious and, in a Jarge mea- 
sure, unnecessary. 

It was polnted out to Govern- 
ment that this Chamber of Com- 
merce embodies in its member- 
ship all the lending business 
houses in the Colony: that it has 
already standing Sub-Committees

It was -also pointed out ta 
Government that the Chamber 
is prepared to expand tits or- 
Ranisation to carry out any ad- 
ditlenal functions which may 
be required of It, A note was 
given to Government of the var- 
fous functions which the Cham- 
ber already performs, and it was 
suggested that the pre-war 
Prnctice of referring to the 
Chamber all ,matters affecting 
the commerce and industry of 
the Colony might be resumed at 
an early date und that the 
adoption of’ thin practice would 
Prove of greater benefit to the

new ships. This improvement Is 
primnrity the result of the 
optimism of owners who mnde 
their plans at the end of the war 
and jmmedintely ofterwnrds for 
replacing war losses with first 
class fonnage, and thelr hopes 
have to a great extent been justi- 
tled by the cargoca offering in 
these Waters. Hong Kong's own 
imports, was sak! above, have 
Increased Ithough obviously to 
a very much smaller extent than 
Chinese imports have decreased 
—In compnrison with before the 
wnhr, but local seasonnl exports of 
South China products, such as 
Canes and Ginger, bave been 
surprisingly good ijn spite of 
banditry and unrest up-country. 
There has also been a quite sub- 
stantial movement of cargo from 
Japan to the United Kingdom, 
mainly unfinished textiles for 
processing, in Lancashire, and this 
has assisted in providing cargo 
for tonnage serving Hong Kong.
